Gentlemen: Your Committee of the Whole begs leave to 
report as follows: 


That the Resolutions from the Township of Windham and 
the County of Elgin opposing open season for Deer Hunting 
in South Western Ontario be approved but the clause in the 
County of Elgin Resolution asking for more paid Game War- 
dens be not approved and a letter of protest be sent to the 
Department of Lands and Forests of Ontario. 


Resolution from North Bay City Council was endorsed 
re an Amendment of the Revised Statutes of Ontario dealing 
with the Children’s Protection Act. Also recommending that 
further consideration be given to the Children’s Protection 
Act to give power to Municipalities to have children who are 
wards in other municipalities other than the one where they 
are legally charged to, placed under the protecton of the 
Children’s Aid Society of the said municipality who is charged 
with wardship cost. 


Resolution from the County of Welland was endorsed 
urging the Provincial Government to permit Municipalities to 
exempt from Municipal Taxation all woodlands situated in 
Townships, which have less than 20% of their area in wood- 
lands. 


Resolution from the County of Welland was endorsed to 
petition the Minister of Municipal Affairs to amend a clause 
of the Assessment Act to provide further restrictions and 
limitations, which would satisfactorily eliminate appeals for 
the abatement or refund of taxes by seasonal or part time 
business holdings.

Gentlemen: Your Committee of the Whole begs leave to 
report the following: 


No action taken on the Resolution from the County of 
Hastings in respect of the refund of taxes to persons liable 
for business tax who has not carried on such business for the 
whole year, that the Assessment be made at lesser percentage 
rates than set out in the Assessment Act. 


Resolution from the County of Oxford was endorsed re- 
commending that a routine T. B. Test for all cattle be made 
yearly. 


No action taken on the Resolution from the County of 
Ontario to petition the Provincial Government to assume one 
hundred per cent. of the Costs of Education including the 
costs of all new school plants, maintenance and operation 
of all Public and High Schools, sO that all farm lands and real 
estate generally may be relieved of the present inequitable 
and intolerable taxing methods to carry this burden. 
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The Executive Committees of the Ontario Agricultural 
Council and the Ontario Federation of Agriculture have join- 
ed together in drafting a Provincial-Municipal Hail Insurance 
Scheme to present to all County Councils for their considera- 
tion, because of crop loss from hail, which disaster may strike 
at any time and in any place; that a provincial wide plan un- 
der which the County Councils electing to take part in the 
scheme could levy through the Townships up to one-half mill 
annually on local farm assessments for deposit in a provincial 
fund to which the Provincial and perhaps the Dominion Go- 
vernment would be asked to contribute equal amounts. It 
was decided that this matter be laid over until the December 
session. 


It was decided to send Mr. M. R. Stickney as representa- 
tive to a meeting on November 15 in the office of the Deputy 
Minister of Lands and Forests to discuss the problem of ac- 
cess to and use of beaches along Lake Erie. 


Resolution from the United Counties of Stormont, Dundas 
and Glengarry was endorsed that whereas cattle rustling is 
becoming rampant, that the Provincial Attorney General be 
petitioned as follows: (1) Instruct that severe punishment be 
meted out to those convicted of cattle stealing; (2) Instruct 
the Ontario Provincial Police to be on the alert for cattle 
stealing. (3) Instruct Provincial Police to make immediate 
and diligent investigation on reported cattle stealing. 


It was decided that the two Norfolk County Scholarships 
to the Ontario Agricultural College of $100.00 each be granted 
and the Clerk to demand on behalf of the County Council 
that in future only one application be considered.

Gentlemen: We, your Committee on Parks, beg leave to 
report as follows: 


Thirty acres of land was purchased in the Township of 
Woodhouse on the lake front and after considerable clearing, 
and the construction ofa new road and parking area, and the 
addition of stairs to the lake, benches and tables, this park is 
now practically completed and was in use by the public before 
the end of the 1951 season. 


We wish to thank the following for their co-operation, 
which speeded up and helped make possible this splendid 
addition to the County of Norfolk Parks’ System. 


Hagersville Quarries donated 700 tons of Stone for the 
road and parking area. 


Department of Lands and Forests donated material to 
build 12 tables. 


Adams Lumber Co. donated material to build 3 tables. 


Norfolk Co-Operative Co. donated material to build 1 
table. 


Herb Beagle donated one day’s time for himself and men 
building the stairs and tables. 


We have applied for a lease of 20 acres of land at Turkey 
Point from the Department of Lands and Forests. Construc- 
tion of the Centre Town Line of the Township of Charlotte- 
ville is proceeding very satisfactorily. A cut has been made 
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through’ the bank and considerable filling of the right-of-way 
has been made. 


We found it necessary, in order to get more frontage on 
the lake, to purchase a small piece of land from Mr. William 
Helmer. This land was purchased for $500.00 with the proviso 
that a road be built on the part fronting on his land, to be 
completed in two years. In order’ to assure maintenance of 
this road it would be necessary for the County to deed this 
66 foot strip to the Township of Charlotteville, and the War- 
den and Clerk be authorized to execute this as soon as pos- 
sible, as the Township is prepared to take it over as soon as 
the fill and gravelling is completed.
